“In accordance with the consti- 
tution of 1917, and for reasons of 
defense and otherwise,” he said, 
“prohibition has been establi 
against aliens acquiring real - 
tate im the border coastal zone. 
Consequently, since 1917, no alien 
has been able legally to acquire 
such rights in that gone, but the 
law had to solve problems of ac- 
quisitions prior 40 that date, es- 
|tablishing for aliens such condi- 
tions so they could keep their 
properties until death, when in 
dividuals. or until dissolution of 
coinpanies, when corporations, and 
furthermore so that foreign heirs 
could dispose of them five years 
from the date of an alien's death. 

“This condition applies only to 
heirs of such aliens as acquired 
real estate in the prohibited tone 
prior to 1917. Outside of the pro- 
hibited zone the only restriction 
imposed on heirs of aliens i« that 
of obtaining the permit required 
by the constitution, which is only 
@ condition for the acquisition of 
property rights and therefore does 
not prevent aliens from acquiring 
them as long as have ob-
